Sports 
Scene 
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Soccer 

Beating  cross-town  rivals 
Guilford  and  UNC-G  were  the 
highlights  of  a  season  which 
was  notably  the  most  success- 
ful ever  for  a  Greensboro  Col- 
lege soccer  effort.  Despite  the 
6-5  regular  season  record,  the 
Hornet  soccer  squad  finished  in 
a  tie  for  second  place  in  the 
conference.  This  is  quite  re- 
markable when  one  considers 
that  up  until  this  season,  the 
past  young  soccer  teams  at 
Greensboro  College  had  only 
one  victory  ever  to  their  credit. 
Early  Fall  1975  met  the  still 
young  and  relatively  unpolished 
soccer  squad  and  Coach  Tim 
Crawford  with  long  hot  practices 
and  eager  anticipation.  Exper- 
ienced transfers,  unexperienced 
rookies,  and  dedicated  veterans 
took  to  the  field,  with  its  new 
practice  goals,  and  a  new  surge 


was  felt  as  soccer  became  a 
serious  phenomenon  around  the 
Greensboro  College  campus. 
Students  began  to  notice  the 
"sweat- soaked",  exhausted 
members  of  the  team  as  they 
rushed  in  to  the  cafeteria  to 
catch  a  bite  of  gourmet  cooking 
each  afternoon.  Interested  stu- 
dents began  to  question  their 
role  as  a  fan  and  larger  crowds 
began  attending  the  matches. 

Joel  Grigsby  and  his  cheering 
"Hornettes"  added  extra  in- 


centive for  team  members.  Un- 
like past  seasons,  team  mem- 
bers were  not  plagued  with 
numerous  major  injuries  and  a 
good  line  of  substitutes  were 
available  on  the  sidelines. 

The  first  match  of  the  season 
ended  in  a  14-1  loss  with 
Pfeiffer.  Some  people  saw  the 
loss  as  a  foreshadow  to  a  re- 
peat of  past  seasons.  But  the 
optimistic  soccer  players  were 
not  to  be  discouraged.  They 
followed  the  loss  with  a  5-3 
victory  over  Guilford  and  an 
8-1  victory  over  St.  Andrews. 

Following  the  two  wins,  a  nip- 
and-tuck  battle  with  Christopher 
Newport  ended  in  a  2-3  loss 
for  the  Hornets  and  another 
close  struggle  over  Va.  Wes- 
leyan  found  the  Hornets  again 
victorious  (2-1). 
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In  a  match  dominated  by  defen- 
sive play,  GC  managed  only 
one  score  in  overtime;  but  one 
was  enough  as  the  Hornets  shut 
out  NC  Wesleyan  1-0.  Next 
came  the  triumphant  win  over 
UNC-G  (4-2).  Hornet  fans  were 
ecstatic! 

Confident  that  they  had  at  long 
last  jelled,  the  Hornets  then 
faced  Lynchburg.  They  proved 
to  be  more  than  GC  could  han- 
dle, however,  as  the  Hornets 
were  set  back  1-8. 

With  only  three  contests  left, 
the  Hornets  preceded  two  final 
losses  with  a  victory  over 
Methodist  (2-0). 

The  great  improvement  dis- 
played by  the  '75- '76  Soccer 
squad  is  astronomical.  Trans- 
fer Kendrick  Boden  broke  the 
school  record  for  the  most  goals 
scored  in  one  match.  Goalie 
Kevin  Green  broke  the  record 
for  most  saves. 

Most  Valuable  Player  Christian 
King  and  Boden  were  voted  to 
the  All- Conference  Soccer 
Squad.  Boden  also  led  the 
team  with  a  season  total  of 
nine  goals.  Transfers  Skip 
Davis  (five  goals)  and  Steve 
Gates  (four  goals)  were  also 
big  additions  to  the  squad. 
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The  outlook  for  coming  years 
seems  to  be  better  than  ever. 
New  transfers  and  freshmen 
coming  in  will  aid  the  squad 
immensely.  The  returning  soc- 
cer players  have  gained  valu- 
able experience  from  past  sea- 
sons. Coach  Crawford  hopes 
for  a  new  practice  field  in 
coming  years. 

The  Hornets  lost  the  last  two 
games  of  their  regular  season 
to  Elon  (2-3)  and  Averette 
(0-1).  Both  games  were  close. 

Considering  the  factors  sur- 
rounding the  Soccer  program  at 
Greensboro  College,  low- 
budgeted,  relatively  new,  little 
recognized  until  recently,  it 
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seems  a  miracle  that  such  a 
team  could  blossom  so  quickly. 
The  determination  of  the  play- 
ers and  coach  earned  them  a 
tie  for  second  place.  This 
seems  ample  evidence  that, 
despite  acknowledged  weak- 
nesses, someone  must  have 
been  doing  something  right. 

Basketball 

The  Hornet  basketball  squad, 
coached  by  Milton  Reece,  re- 
covered from  a  fifth  place  stand- 
ing in  the  '75- '76  regular  sea- 
son to  make  a  comeback  as 
runner-up  in  the  DIAC  tourna- 


ment. Highlighting  the  tourna- 
ment, two  GC  players,  Randy 
Till ey  from  Goldsboro  and 
Clarence  Caldwell  from  Fayette- 
ville,  both  juniors,  were  voted 
to  the  All-Tournament  Team. 
Caldwell  also  received  an 
overwhelming  majority  of  the 
coaches'  votes,  thus  receiving 
Most  Valubale  Player. 


Caldwell,  GC's  scoring  wizard 
set  a  new  Greensboro  College 
scoring  record  with  his  22nd 
point  in  the  first  half  of  the 
game  at  Methodist  in  the  first 
round  of  the  tournament.  This 
feat  was  accomplished  in  three 


years  whereas  the  previous 
record  was  set  in  four  years. 
Caldwell  went  on  to  score  15 
more  points  in  the  65-63  win 
for  Greensboro  College.  His 
35  points  in  the  Va.  Wesleyan 
win  (83-76)  and  28  points  in 
the  final  game  posted  a  season 
high  of  723  points.  His  three- 
year  total  is  1671.  His  100 
points  in  the  three  tournament 
games  set  another  record.

The  previous  tournament  record 
was  set  by  Greg  O'Steen  of 
Greensboro  College  at  82 
points.  The  previous  career 
record  had  also  been  set  by 
O'Steen  of  1592  points  for 
four  seasons.  Caldwell's  sea- 
son average  is  557  points  per 
year  for  an  average  of  24.1 
points  in  69  games. 

Junior  transfers  Randy  T 1 1  ley 
and  Virgil  O'Neal,  Seniors 
David  Skeels  and  Bloxton 
Mabry,  and  Caldwell  were  the 
starting  five  of  the  Hornet 
team.  Other  mainstays  were 
Senior  Rick  Ballard  and  Junior 
Freddie  Johnson.  Stanley  Ed- 
wards, Joe  Alston,  Ronnie 
Cardwell,  and  Jerry  Wilson 
all  look  promising  for  the  com- 
ing year. 

Golf 

On  June  14,  the  1974-75 
GC  golf  team  went  to  Fort 
Campbell,  Kentucky  for  the 
NCAA  Division  III  Golf  Cham- 
pionships. Harry  Barbin,  Rick 
Cobb,  Rich  Vellucci,  Kevin 
Green,  Lee  Holliday  and  Coach 
Jim  Locke  spent  a  week  in 
Kentucky  and  finished  15th 
place  in  the  nation. 
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The  75-76  team  finished  with 
a  7-4  conference  record.  In 
four  non-conference  tourna- 
ments, the  team  placed  re- 
spectably. In  the  DIAC  con- 
ference tournament,  the  team 
finished  in  third  place.  Rich 
Vellucci,  a  sophomore,  was 
named  All- Conference  for  the 
second  year  in  a  row. 


Tennis 

The  GC  tennis  team  ended  with 
a  5-8  regular  season  record. 
Despite  certain  setbacks,  the 
team  grew  during  the  season  and 
won  two  of  the  last  three 
matches  beating  Guilford  5-4 
(who  had  earlier  defeated  the 
Hornets  6-3)  and  Averette 
9-0.  Other  Hornet  wins  were 
from  St.  Andrews  (6-3), 
Lynchburg  (5-4),  and  Va. 
Wesleyan  (6-3). 

GC  came  in  fifth  place  in  the 
DIAC  tournament. 
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GC's  Gregg  Herpst  defeated  top- 
seeded  Pete  West  of  Chris- 
topher-Newport in  the  finals  of 
the  Dixie  Conference  tennis 
Tournament.  The  score  was 
6-2,  2-6,  6-3.  West  had  not 
lost  a  conference  match  during 
the  season. 

Aquabelles 

The  1975-76  Aquabelles  were 
led  by  President  Linda  Haber 
and  Coach  William  S.  Ariail . 

The  annual  Christmas  show 
featured  choreographed  numbers 
to  such  Christmas  classics  as 
"Silent  Night",  "White  Chris- 
tmas", "Do  You  Hear  What  I 
hear?",  and  "We  Wish  You  a 
Merry  Christmas". 

The  show  was  highlighted  by  a 


surprise  visit  of  Dr.  Wilson  as 
Santa  Claus. 

The  spring  show  featured  a  tri- 
bute to  the  American  Bicenten- 
nial. Such  tunes  as  Sousa 
marches,  American  folk  songs, 
and  other  patriotic  themes  were 
used.  Along  with  the  Bicen- 
tennial theme,  were  dancers 
from  Miss  Willie  Taylor's  Folk 
Dancing  classes.  In  appropri- 
ate American  costumes,  dan- 
cers did  the  Minuet,  the  Vir- 
ginia Reel,  and  a  modern  ver- 
sion of  the  Hustle.
